memories in years to come. 

The closing of the Citizens 
writes finish to one of the pio¬ 
neer businesses of Raymond 
which was started in 1902 by 
Chas. McCarthy, and called the 
McCarthy Lumber Co. It hao 
changed hands many times in 
the 36 years of its operation. 

This will give the Mercantile 
r. large and well selected stock 
of lumber and hardware, and as 
in the past, they will be in a 
position to serve the building 
needs of Raymond and district 
with despatch and economy.

Following weeks of negotia¬ 
tions and discussion, Southern 
Alberta Beet growers and Can¬ 
adian Sugar Factories, Ltd., 
reached agreement last week 
when th e growers accepted the 
offer of Canadian Sugar Fac¬ 
tories officials to construct a 
third sugar factory in the Tab- 
er-Barnwell-Coaldale area, this 
new plant to be ready foi the 
beet crop of 1942. Th<, exart 
site for th e new mill will be 
chosen this year. 

In view ol the increso in su¬ 
gar production from the 1938 
crop of 19,600 acres to n new 
high of 79,000,000 pounds of 
sugar and the netd for orderly 
expansion ol the market, the 
decision was arirved at. The 
beet acreage will Ijc increased 
each year between now and 
1942, until at that time it is 
proposed to have a total for the 
hree plants of 22,600 acres of 
sugar beets. 

T’his announcement should be 
welcomed by all interested par¬ 
ties, as it, will safeguard the 
present industry against defla¬ 
tion of returns to the glowers 
because of increased selling 
costs, and it will permit of the 
gradual expansion of the indus¬ 
try to put a factory where the 
by-products will be more readily 
available for growers of the 
territory to be served by the 
new factory. 

It is a far cry from the be¬ 
ginning of this industry in 1904 
and 1905 by the Knight inter¬ 
ests with a very limited acre¬ 
age, to the present successful 
and profitable industry, putting 
millions of dollars of wealth 
into circulation each year. While 
probably not appreciated, and 
c ertainnly not appreciated in its 
first beginnings, the Knights 
laid the foundation for a great 
industry, which in the course 
of years will show greater de¬ 
velopment and expansion as 
Caadians on the prairies get 
the habit of asking for and de¬ 
manding Canadian beet sugar.

WHAT CAN BE DONE 


Each year sees dozens of dis¬ 
appointed and rather wrath y 

citizens turned away from the 
noils at municipal election time 
ecause their names are not on 
the Voter's list. Monday was no 
exception to this rule. There 
\ eiv many who bad a perfect 
light to vote, but who were un¬ 
able to exercise their franchise 
1 ?cause of not having register¬ 
ed or not having checked the 
Voter's List to see if their nam¬ 
es had been entered. 

The list of people entitled to 
vote and designated as property 
owners is made up each fall 
from the assessment roll of 
that year. In the present case 
1938. Then tenants and rela¬ 
tives who have established re¬ 
sidence according to law may 
he registered in the specified 
way, BUT MUST BE REGIS¬ 
TERED EACH YEAR. This 
latter fact should he born in 
mind. During the months of 
September and October these 
registrations may be made and 
these people then are entitled 
to vote. But this list is made 
up nsw each year and is not 
carried from year to year. 

These laws are not made by 
the Municipal authorities and 
are amended from time to time, 
so that people, not taxpayers, 
should keep themselves ac¬ 
quainted with these details and 
abide by the existing law. It is 
embarassing to election officials 
and voters alike to have these 
situations arise and yet in the 
face of th e law the election of- 


lcials stand helpless. 

The franchise cost too much 
to be treated as lightly as most 
of us treat it. We have always 
should be given to the require¬ 
ments as to registrations, and 
taxpayers should peruse the 
roll fai enough in advance of 
voting day to see that if they 
are n registered, they can be, 
and then this annual fuss and 
trouble could be avoided. It 
seems though, that we have a 
little explosion over these mat¬ 
ters as often as there is an el¬ 
ection held, especially for our 
municipal officials.

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WAR TOO GHASTLY 
FOR NATIONS TO 
RISK AVERS SHAW 

There is not the least chance 
of a world war happening in the 
near future. That is the firm 
belief of George Bernard Shaw, 
distinguished dramatist and 
author, revealed in an interview 
with his friend W. R. Titterton 
for the current Rotarian Mag¬ 
azine. I fthere were, it wouk 
have happened in Septembei 
1938, when there was more in 
ftammatory talk and even feel 
ino than there ever was from 
the Agair incident to the bom¬ 
bardment of Liege. 

“\\ hat would happen first ir 
a world war?” asks Shaw. “The 
airplanes of A, B, C, and I 
would bomb th e cities of E, F 
G and II so effectively that the 
white flag would be hoisted at 
approximately the same time ir 
the several capitals, and abjec 
pleas for peace would cross eacl 
other in the air. 

The tragic nastiness of this 
latest development of warfare 
is that the attack of the civil¬ 
ian population is absurdly easy 
he points out. Because adequate 
defense is impossible, the dan¬ 
ger to civilians of wholesale 
extinction is greater than evei 
before. (Governments of the civ¬ 
ilized countries — those wef 
equipped with the latest 
means of destruction—are well 
aware of this fact. 

-.-“I think that man is on trial,” 
declares Shaw. ‘‘If Wg are prov¬ 
ed definitely to be a mistake 
we shall be scrapped, and Goc 
will use some other creatures & 
trifle less stupid to carry on 
His purpose. -Our opportunities 
have been great, our stupidities 
have been monstrous. And, no 
doubt, war is one of the great 
est of these. 

“But don’t delude yourself 
with the notion that when na¬ 
tions are at peace with each 
other, they are at peace with 
themselves, or that slums and 
unemployment and inhuman 
working conditions and sweat¬ 
ing wages are far more admir¬ 
able than the miserable squalor 
of war,’’ he continues. “As long 
a 3 pugnacity is considered to be 
a virtue, you will have inter¬ 
national war, and you will have 
all the blessings of peace I have 
enumerated. I see no signs that 
however great a mistake man 
may be, he is likely to be super¬ 
seded in the lifetimes of our 
present national leaders. God 
works on a big canvas, and we 
are only an inch or so away 
from the siege of Troy. 

.In a war everybody loses, but 

formerly it was possible for one 
side to think—for a year or two 
—that it had won,” concludes 
Shaw. “The single redeeming 
feature of the next world war, 
when it happens, is that this 
will not be possible. In reflect¬ 
ing upon that, perhaps you 
may perhaps find some particle 
of hope.”
